The dejilor.-ible laclc of confidence In 
the government's sincerity In placing 
reforms in the hands of the bureati- 
cracy resulted In tho formation this 
week by barristers of .a new clause for 
a national organization In favor of a 
constitution, and for whicli iictlon they 
were given notice to leave the city 
within twenty-four hours.

SECOND PEACE CONFERENCE. 

Instructions Now in IHands of Execu- 
tive Council at The Hague, 

Washington, April 15. — Inquiry into 
the status of the negotiations initiated 
by President Roosevelt looking to oi sec- 
ond peace conference suggested by liord 
Lansdowne's reference to the subject in 
the British parliameut, develops the 
fact that tho state department here has 
completed its instructions so far as thij 
matter is concerned, at least for tlie 
present, having returned it to the execu- 
tive council of Tho Hague tribunal. 

This was done notwithstanding an ef- 
fort on the p:irt of the German govern- 
ment to induce the United States gov- 
ernment to outline the programme of 
subjects to be considered at the sec'mid 
conference.

Question of Control of Public 
UUIttles Injected Into Muni- 
cipal Affairs. 



Sea Bathing on Dallas Road 
Work on Spring Ridge Sew- 
ers Commence. 



The record of work In City hall cir- 
cles during the week just closed Is 
made notable from llio chcunistaiice 
that tberfi has just been injected into 
the field of discussion ot munlolpal af- 
fairs the problem of the desirability of 
the city controlling public utilities. For 
the flr.st time In the history of Victoria 
a direct suggestion has emanated from 
A responsible body to the effect that 
the council should consider the ex- 
pediency of tAklng over the control and 
operation of a lighting- system, Viz., the 
Victoria gas works. 

As has already been recorded in the 
Colonist, at the meeUng of the board 
of works on Thursday evening last, a 
deputation was present from the Board 
of Trade to broach this particular mat- 
ter. It appears that the gas company 
is desirous of disposing of Its prop- 
erty and made overturns to the B. C. 
Electric Railway and LlghUng (.'oin- 
pany. There seemed to be no difll- 
culty about the matter of price, the 
reason the deal was not made being 
because the tramway company offered 
stock Instead ot cash. The council of 
the Board of Trade, hearing of the 
negotiation.s between the two compan- 
ies, conceived the idea of the corpora- 
tion going Into the lighting busities.s; 
and a comniHtee waited on the coun- 
cil with the result recorded. 

While mo.sl iieople who have given 
the matter any thought are agreed that 
there l.s very little pus.slbility of the 
ctly determining to acquire the ga.s 
works, be the price what It may, there 
is a conviction in tlie minds of many 
that an excellent opportunity Is here 
presented for the council to do some 
diplomatic work to the end that ttie 
people may get electric light at re- 
duced rates. Given a monopoly of the 
lighting business of Victoria, the tram 
company could fairly aiTord to make 
the minimum charge to Us patrons, si;- 
<;ure in the conviction that they were 
.getting all the business going. 

"With this in mind, the council could 
very well approach the tram company 
and sugge.st to them the expedicm y of 
that company acriuiring the gan woik-s, 
protecting the clLy'.s iiUerest.s in any 
deal which might lie made by an .agreu- 
Tiient tiiat tlie tram company — which 
would, of course, no l<inger operate tlie 
gas plant — make a reduction in the 
rates for electric lighting. Should the 
tram company not Ije disi)Osed to ('ii- 
tertain a .suggestion of this kind, some 
gentle "pressure" miglit be exerci.sed 
by the council by in tiniating that pos- 
sll)ly the city It.self might go Into the 
lighting business, using some of the 
splendid power available at Gold- 
stream, and ultimately become an ac- 
tive competitor of the tram company. 

There la a probability that at tomor- 
row evening's meeting of the council 
the matter may be informally de- 
bated. 

Next in iiiijjortance to the matter 
above referred to. the subject which 
ha-s been most canvassed in City hall 
circles has been the nuestion of the 
renaming of ih,> streets. It app.-iirs 
certain now thai lh<> whole inatt.-i- will 
be threshed out iifresh. As ("oloiiLst 
renders arc no doubt aware, tlie coun- 
cil several u.-idcs ;igo ndoptr-d the re- 
port of a Hiii.Tiiil coiiiinltti.'e on (he mat- 
tor. Tills report M-i-ommeiuls the ob- 
literation of ni.'iny fainlll.ir sln-et 
names— and this is the cause of the 
present agitation to have the matter 
reconaidered. 

To specify particular ooniplalnis It

The week was made a nolable one 
also from tlie fart that lit lust u. de- 
lisloii l.s i-eachi'il to muko an at- 
tompl to pioviile public sea-butliing 
I'aclllllos for Xiw .spoi'lal accommoda- 
tion of tourists aiul visitors — the site 
chosen, as already mentioned, being 
the cosy little buy on Dnllns road at 
tlio foot of St. Lawrence -street. The 
council has appropriated tile sum of 
$400 for the purpose of putting In a 
cofferdam, or breakwater, so as to keep 
the water in the bay free from con- 
tact with the cold water outside. In 
order that it may be heated to Ihc 
proper degree of temperature for l)ii.th- 
ing purposes. 

The decision to proceed with tills 
\eiUure was taken liy llu- roiincll in 
the face of much opposition expressed 
by resiacnts of liullas road wlio live 
hi the \icinitj- of the l)ay In iiuesUnii. 
These people look tlie posltior, that the 
saggosted imunation would rcsull in 
decreased proiierty \alue.s In the vicin- 
ity, and tliiit the presence ot the usual 
crowd of beai-h balhhig liajiger-s on 
would be ob\ionsly undesirable to the 
people who have built cosy homes In 
the \ lcinUy. Tile iittitude of the coun- 
cil was that the time IkuI arrived when 
the city, posing as It does as a tourist 
resort, should provide at a convenient 
point what the city has heretofore 
lacked and what visitors Insist upon 
having— sea-batliing facilities. It was 
pointed out also In reply to the peti- 
tioners that the experiences of other 
cities posing as tourist i-esorts lias been 
that instead ot beach-bathing facilities 
reducing property values in the vicin- 
ity of such places, on the contrary an 
increase has taken place. 

However, the die has now been cast; 
and for the first time in Its history Vic- 
toria Is to have modem facilities for 
salt water bathing. The managemeiu 
of the beacli will be in the haJids of the 
Tourist Association, and It Is under- 
Stood th.at it is idanned to erect neat 
pavilions imd bothiiig booths and ar- 
range all the other necessities and con- 
veniences which are to be found in 
up-to-date resorts. 

At last something Is to be done In 
the way of Improving the Quadra street 
cemetery. At a meeting of the board 
of works held on Thursday evening, it 
was decided to invite tenders at once 
for the cutting down of tlio old trees, 
clearing up the grounds and generally 
putting the place in better shape. "When 
this renovating process has been com- 
pleted the council proposes to enclose 
the grounds with a neat, ornamental 
wire fence— the ultimate purpose being 
to arrange for the removal of the 
gravestones and what remains of the 
bodies, so as to convert the site Into 
a i)leasant "breathing spot." There 
seems some question as to the city's 
title to the property and, therefore, at 
tomorrow evening's meeting of the 
council Aid. Fell will move that the 
council take the proper steps to settle 
this point, so that the city may have 
complete jurisdiction over it. 

During the week just closed, the 
council arranged with the tramway 
comriany to put In a spur track to tha 
newly-accpiired site for the proposed 
Old Men's Home building at the Wil- 
lows, where the city will obtain much 
of the material to be used in filling in 
the 13,000 yards of area which the cor- 
poration has to attend to at the site 
of the new C. P. R. hotel. The tram 
company has already commenced put- 
ting In the track and will probably be- 
gin hauling to the flats the coming 
week. It is understood that the ligure 
which the city '^as agreed to pay the 
tram company Is 17 cents per yard. 

Th.e bothersome Spring RIdge sew- 
erage difficulty was settled during the 
week — that la. It was settled insofar as 
the council reaching a determination 
to proceed with the work Is concern- 
ed — but Mr. George Jeeves may be 
heard from on the matter again. The 
gentleman mentioned lodged an objec- 
tion against the proposal ot the coun- 
cil to run the overflow from the septic 
lank througli lils property. The coun- 
( il investigated the matter and found 
that the f)t)ji>ctlons of Mr. Jeeves were 
not at all li'n.iblt'.

When tlie southern 
visitors found tlia; Mr. ( loldlierg hail tiie 
lot kno(.ked down to liim for llioy 
realized that ho had secured n bargain, 
ami tliev threatoneil ilire tilings to every- 
body, in fact, tUcy were going home to 
have tlie British Empire wreckoil 
through the exposures tliey would liavo 
tho San Francisco Kxamiiicr make. 

There were niauy .shipping men pres- 
ont, some of whom inteniled to liid on 
the hundreds of anchors nnil many tons 
of chain that was offered. lattle of this 
was sold, however, the admiralty liuving 
set a reserve price on these things. Tin' 
junk-dealer's ring from the south at- 
tempted to browbeat bi(Uier.s who sought 
to hill for tlie anchiH-s and chain.

"Veil ve'll make it our 
pnsiness." But they didn't. Members 
of tills ring tried to extort .$500 from 
another bidder for the anchors ns the 
]n-ic(i of their non-coinpetitiou, in fact, 
they tried many of the old San Francis- 
co wreck-lmyiiig ring's tricks— they were 
men of the ilk of those R. Ij. Stevenson 
told of in "The Wreckers." 

One of the visitors from California 
did not attend vesterilay's session of the 
.sale. lie hail Hod in fright. It seems 
that he iimde some overtures to the auc- 
tioneer in private to have several tilings 
sold to him. lie -was rebuffed ami be- 
came offeusivo ami threatening. The auc- 
tioneer ordered him from the premises. 
Thereupon some local bidders decided to. 
as one of them put it, "throw a fright 
into him." They told the man that ho 
would probably he arrested for trying to 
bribe an admiralty auctioneer, and that 
crime was as serious as sedition. He 
was told tlint he had bettor esc-aiie while 
he had an opportunity to do so. lie 
did. He s(dil his piirchases hurriedly for 
los.-i than lie paid for them, ami de- 
eampi'd. He is now on his way to San 
Francisco, congratuiatiug himself on his 
escape.

The game was raided; the tweiiiy-four 

: were lialod to the lock-uii in three wa- 
gon loud.s. 

I Since tin; murder of Mali Quan in th,i 
I Chinese tlicalre, iini! tlie trials wliicli ru- 
s-iilted, there ha.'; been internetniie strife 
I between CliiiuUown clans, and amateur 
detectives inform of gambling lioiises. 
'I'lic jiolice received Inforiuation that a 
fan-tan game, which i.^ illegal, was being 
run at the premises at 40 Curmurun: 
street and plans made for a raid. 

Chief Langley and Sergeant Detective 
I'aliiior, with X'atrolmen rainier and 
|."ry, m.-iih. up the parly. They ap- 
proai-hcil liy dmious ways, lest the 
wiitcliors see tlieni and give the alarm. 
,M1 were in plain clollies. Some carried 
ailzes liiilden from sight. The two iiat- 
rolmeii went into Uiu alley lieiwcen t'or- 
moraiit and Fisguiird street and scaled 
two high hoarilings. They round a dilaii- 
idalod laildi'r with a fc^w- rungs and 
cramlierod ii|) this to tho root of the 
ganililing house. It was loo wi-ll ar- 
ranged w-ilh steel doors, alarm hells and 
sonlries to be liroken 'iilo in from. 

The guard stood at the Iroin d ., all 

uni ousciinis. It was not until t.'oiisiaoic 
h'ry (Iruppoil through tho skylight in iKc 
lloor, eighteen feet below, that th<. t'hiii- 
eso wore alarmed. They 'ran to escape. 
Constable I'almer followed his fellow of- 
ficer, almost falling on him. lie stumh- 
led over a Cliinaniaii trying to crawl out 
and throw him back into the room. 

-V ('liiininian raised a club and ran to- 
ward the olllcers; others became, tlireal- 
eiiing, lint tho otlicer drew his revolver 
and tho crowd fell hack. Scnno were 
busily piling buttons aud other gambling 
iinpedimoiita into a stove. Some ran up- 
stairs, seeking escape. One nuui was 
wedged in a small hole he was trying to 
crawl through. Other scrambled li(dilnd, 
' Leaving Constable Fry to liold the 
two dozen gamblers in the shed, Con- 
stable I'almer broke open the doors and 
let the Chief and Sergeant Detective 
Palmer Into the place. The Chief grab- 
bed a kettle of hot water and quenched 
the fire started in an air-tight beater to 
burn tho evidence. Constable Palmer 
picked up the stove and took it to tho 
street, saving the evidence that remuiii- 
od tinburnt.

As a coincidence 
the number taken in the raid of last 
night is identical with that of a Satur- 
day iiiglit raid of a month ago, wlioii 
IflHO in lines was paid to the civic trea- 
sury. The interpreter on that occasion 
got 5G0 for an hour's work.

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TAXING OF RAILWAYS. 

At tiiiios "\v(> ooniplaiii about taxutioii 
iu British L'oUiiiibin. Thure wiis, us oil.' 
ji'Udws Uiiuw, 11 K»i'<l tlcal ol' oppusitiiiii 
to the increase of tlie rate on railways tu 
iJlOO per mile when tlio Assessment .Vet 
<il' was passed. 

Ill tlii'i I'oiiiiL'ctiuii it may be 
slated Xhi\[ syiue time ago a 
Trovliieial naiUvay Taxation Qwvmis- 
sion wan appointed by ttiG OutUflo Gov- 
ci'iiiainit, cDiislHtiii^,' or il. J. r^jttypicL-e, 
i'X-M. 1'. r., Jiult,'(> Hell of Chatliiiin_ 
and Prof. Sliortt of Queen's Uiiiversit.v, 
Kin^'stoii, to iiKiuire into tlie taxation of 
railways. Their report was laid on the 
tabic in the Ontario LcKislature the oth- 
er day. It is a soniewliat leii,i;tliy docu 
niont giving in detail the results of in- 
quiries, whieli enabled the eununisaioii- 
ers to reaeh tlieir conolusion, into the 
iiystenis of railway taxation iu Michigan, 
Indiana, Illinois, Wiseoiisin, Minnesota, 
Maine, New York, I'ennsyivania, New- 
Jersey, Great iir.tain, the ("anadian I'ro- 
viuees, and the views o£ railway oUieials 
tliemselres on tixe subject. , 

The report favors the cliange from n 
rato based on so many dollars per mile 
to a basis of 3 jier cent. >ipun gross earn- 
ings, which tlio commission think wo aid 
be reasonable, but 'which appears to ba 
steep as compared with imposts in this 
I'roviiiec. 'J'Jie appoiutiiient of a I"ro- 
yineial Board o£ Taxation, wliose mem- 
bers would bo required to give only part 
of their time to the work, with a per- 
umacut secretary and otiice stuff, is sug- 
gested. 

It is further recommended that tele- 
graph, express and sleeping-car eoinpau- 
ies, as well as electric railways, should 
also be taxed upon gross receipts, with 
rates' adjusted to their ability to pay. 

In Ontario the taxation problem is 
somewhat complicated by the existence 
of nuniicipalities, eucli oi which can and 
does impose tu.x.utiou on railways with- 
in its own limits. The report of th* 
commission suggests to apportion equit- 
ubly a certain amount of tlie proceeds 
fiuiu the 3 per cent, tax to tlie miinici- 
p.ilities and retain the balance for the 
Proviuce. The situation is, however, 
further complicated from the 'fact that 
certain railroads operate in more than 
one province. For instance, in Ontario, 
in addition to a number of branch lines 
and iudepeudeut auxiliaries, the Grand 
Trunk and the Canadian Pacilic Itail- 
ways are throii^'U lines. There is also 
the Jlicliinan Central, whicii simi)ly 
passes through the I'roviuce from one' 
State to another. It would be neces- 
sary, therefore, to ascertain as accurate- 
ly us possible the volume of receipts be- 
tween terminals in Ontario, a somewhat 
diliUnil proposition. 

-Vs to tlic ninst cHic;(Mit iiic;ii(i',l for ,t1- 
•ministeriiig a Provincial system o! cor- 
porate taxation, whatever basis of taxa- 
tion might be adopted, there is, the com- 
lut^Jsioners say, an almost unanimous 
c<jnvicti(>n, alike in tlo' L'niicil Slates 
and Great Britain, and also in Canada, 
that a Provincial Board of Taxutioii 
shonlil he established, coniiiosed of, siiy,

We can only specu- 
late upon the result; Nearly all the ad- 
•vnntages are in favor of the Japanese 
jidniirnl.

Itussia has four battleships -which are 
new, but in arniored^cruisors the Japan- 
ese are the most modern. In torpedo 
craft, the Jai^aiiese ure vastly superior, 
and with skilful operation of thest the 
Russian fleet -will undoubtedly be great- 
ly harassed. 

Whik? both sides are steadily persist 
cnt in their military operations, over 
tares for peace are under way — part of 
the ponderous gome of diplomacy. Rus- 
sia is face to face with a greater prob 
lem of uarfan? than that of mere prow 
ess on land and sea. Financially she is 
in a position of despcratiogi.. Japan has 
had no difflenlty in SlmUifs her war 
loans, which are really in fivor as an 
investment. b'raiice, liov only frjpnd, 
has refused to ailva ice more money id 
Russia e.wpt on condition of pence be- 
ing declared. In the event of Russia be- 
ing nnsnccessfiil. it is stated that the 
Guverninciu will iss\ie paper iiioney, bin, 
in tho end, the result of such a policy 
will be the more disastrous. 

In addition to her financial diflicnlties 
there is the terrible state of disquietude 
wl.icli exists In Husula .imong her people, 
and I Ills, [)erhap«, is as serious a phaso u* 
the situalion as any. There is also the 
serious problem involved in transport- 
ing the vast number of troops required to 
the seat of war and of keeping up 
supplies. It is stated that the proi)0- 
sitiou of double tracking the traiis-Siber- 
ian railway has been abandoned for tin- 
reason that construction would demoral- 
ize existing tralllc, and upon that traf- 
fic the soldiers of Manchuria depend ab- 
solutely, not only for reinforcements, but 
for their lives as well. 

In any eveiit, much depends upon the 
issue of the naval engagement now in 
progress or about to take place. A de- 
cisive victory for Japan would undoubt- 
edly settle the war at once, as it woul.i 
bo an act of insanity for the Russian 
Government to continue. Even grant- 
ing a victory for tho Russians and tho 
consequent protraction of hostilities, the 
end, which cannot be far distant, entire- 
ly depends upon the supply of inouey. 
Both nations, from sheer exhaustion of 
tho treasury, must come to terms, tho 
nature of which will be dolerminod by 
the side that can press its advantage 
most strongly when that time comes. 



PRESENT WAR SITUATION. 

Since Kuroiiatkin surrendered the 
command of the Itussian army in Mau- 
cliurift to CJeneral Liiievitch, there has 
been .TO almost tola! dearth of war news 
from tlic J-hijt. There are only two 
facts about whi(di the public is inform- 
ed. One is that the Russian array un- 
der Linevitcli has gone north of the urea 
in Manchuria in which an army could 
sulisist on the country itself. At th« 
present time fuel and food must be 
transported to the army over b railway 
■that is alrvady overtaxed. It is impos- 
sible to obtain siijiplies thron(,'h any j 
other source, except, >'ladivostok, and •■ 
that port is in need to accumulate store* ' 
in order to preparo for a resistance 
greater, possilily, tliun that made by ihi-. ; 
I'ort .\rtliur g.irrison. In such circum-| 
Ktanci s, one can scarcely conceive of the ' 
dilllculties to be overcome iu reinforcing , 
an array, the losses of which di.ring the 
past month have been so enormous, lu 
r<'gard to the northern situation it is not 
possible to arrive at any defmite Idea. 
What little news is allowed to lilter 
through is largely speculative. 

It was announced by the Uussiau Got- 
lernnieut that immediate .preparaiionr^ 
were being made for the mobilization of 

second army to be sioii lo the relief 
of Idncvitcli, which W(juiil briii^; up the 
total, under amis on tin? Russian side i.i 
Mauchiiria, to more than double what it 
is. This was .almost immediately offset

THE STUDY OF LOCAL HISTORY. 

, The study of local history is some- 
thing usually confined to a Cow enthu- 
siastic persons who devote theiusolves in 
their leisure moments to historical re- 
search. Like the collection of plants, 
curios, or old prints, it is a fad; but in Ol- 
der that tlierc should be suc- 
cess iu certain liuci it is 
necessary that there should be faddists, 
lu Great Britain, there are in every par- 
ish, or district, or village one or two an- 
ti<iuariaiis who make a life study of 
the surroundings, which include the bio- 
graphy, archaeology, church records and 
many other phases of past life. The re- 
Kult of tills has been a lon;< series of 
lo<'al histories of p.irislies, couiuies, 
towns and villages which in themselvea 
would make a vast library. The use of 
these volumes of history, apart from the 
he al interest attached, cannot be stiid lo 
be Kre.ii, takiu:: imlividual instances, but 
from these antiquarian stores are ihawn 
material out of which the noted history 
writers weave the story ot the past. 
Were it nut for the scnipuhnis care aaii 
uiiliriii^; industry of ,.-urh indlviiluals 
much of t!io knowledge of our country, 
apart from oflbdal records, would be en- 
tirely lost. In this way we have repro- 
diiceil in almost pliotogriiphic outline llie 
li\( s and condiiions of living of onr nii- 
ccslors, .As an instance of the exti'iil 
In which these investigations an- carrii.'d. 
We h.ne bef.ire us the lirst of two vol- 
umes entitled "Logie: A Parish History, ' 
They are quarto volumes containing 
about Vs'iO pages eui-li, [iriiile,! on heavy 
paper and well lilusira led. 'i'liey 
taiii all Ibal is known of the past of the 
Utile parish of Logie, which lies under 
the shadow of Stirling Castle, and in- 
cludes as its cliicf poini <if interest the 
hi^lMi-ii- iiridL'c ,,r .\llai). The rer.n'ds 
are carried luick as far as 1210 and the 
stiirj' is made continuous from that tiuii'. 
Every incident of note which could lie 
gathered from parish records is given. 
It will be of interest, of course, only to 
those viho have' lived in or near the par- 
ish or to those whose forbears hailed 
from Logie, nevertheless, there are inci- 
dents which illuniiiiiilo, as side lights, the 
liistory of Scollund.

Tho basis of 
liis plan is an appeal to the teachers of 
Wiashington State for their co-opotiation.

offered certain indiicomoiits to the teach- 
ers.

The trainlnt; in the rer.dering' of old

Incidents of the Meeting. 

A young worker \s lio gave up her oc- 
cupation at tlie call of Cln-ist, tuid was 
the subject of jjrayer, has now offered 
thanks tliat she Is comfortably provid- 
ed for. One very toucning request wua 
from a lady wlio has come bade to God, 
receiving a rich bles.sing, and Is aeeply 
concerned over the gentleman to whom 
she is enpiaged to be nuirried. There 
are matiy who believe that the move- 
jnent among men especially is deepen- 
ing and spreading. 

Those who during the previous week 
had their consciences searched by the 
item renunciations of sin accompanied 
by insistence of its consequences, must 
have felt as If they were In a totally 
different atmosphere when Dr. Torrey 
proceeded to discourse with equal pow- 
er on the love of God (1 John Iv.

thirteen years of age, who, on the pre- 
vious Tuesday, had accepted Christ at 
the meeting. Her conversion made her 
mother Indignant, and she will not al- 
low her daughter to attend any more 
of the meetings. Rev. E\'an H. Hop- 
kins led in prayer, remembering before 
God the needs of those whose reiiuests 
had been mentioned. Prefacing his dis- 
cnurse by a simple thanksgiving to God 
for bringing so great a concourse to- 
gether In spite of adverse weather con- 
ditions. Dr. Torrey prayed tliat the 
Si)irit nilgut be manifesteii and realiz^.d 
by everyone — a prayer that was abund- 
antly .answered. Before much of the 
iiddress had been given, there were 
many indications' that th^ message was 
"going home." 

In applying nis text (Jn. vl. 44), Dr. 
Torrey allirniod that the heart of man 
is still so stubborn that he never comes 
to Jesus, till God His Infinite grace 
and pity moves upon his heart ajid 
draws him to Christ. Men and women 
know tliat the Christian life is the best 
— that tiiere Is more -real satisfaction, 
joy, and peace with Christ than with- 
out Him — ^yet they will not yield them- 
selves to the One who has redeemed 
them without compulsion of God. 

Enumerating some of the means by 
which men are draxyh to Christ, Dr. 
Torrey spoke of the power of (1) God's 
truth, (2) His providence, (3) the In- 
lluence of others, and (4) tlie personal 
work of Christians. Hut tlie mightiest 
way ill which God draws men is by (5) 
the t'njss of Christ. Men who resist 
every otiier liilluence c'annoL withstiuid 
the power of the Cross. Some of the 
most desperate sinners this world has 
ever seen, who have hardened their 
iiearls and stiffened their necks, have 
been softened, moved, drawn, and saved 
by one look of faith at Christ on the 
Cross. 

Heart-searching Appeal. 
Dr. Torrey's heart-searching appeal 
was followed by a solo by Mr. Alexan- 

lier, "Tlie Host Friend to Have Is 
Jesus." which addled to the deep iiii|)res- 
sion ,iliea(l\- niail(>. 'I'ht- Invitation to 
IlioMe in the audU-nce who would con- 
fess Christ met with a wonderful re- 
siionse, and the ingathering of souls 
v.nlch resulted caused much joy of 
heart. 

To an interviewer on Friday, Dr. 
Torrey stated that so far the mission 
liad exceeded the highest anticipations. 
The attendance had been amazing — 
certainly beyond anything he had ever 
experienced. As to actual conversions, 
Dr. Torrey said he had no accurate 
means of gauging the nviinber. (Jount- 
ing, hov.evei-, onls- thosi/ llstr-ni'i-s who 
had conie forward to tin- in(|uiiy room.-i.

A Great Children's Meeting. 
Tlic .\lberl Hall inesentod a wonder- 
ful spccliicli- on Saturday afl-TiK-HJii. 
Inirnedlalely tin- iioo|-K wm- op.'n.-d a 
vast throng of cliildrun and youiiu 
pc-ojile pouii-d into tile biiililhig, and 
lung brUiv till' llaie lixi-d for conimi^nc- 
ing till.' great a udll oi l uiii was densely 
ciowded, the children standing live and 
six deep even in the topmost gallery. 

Such an occusiun afforded obvious op- 
portunities to so vlvacluos and kindly 
a musical leader as Mr. Alexander, and 
of ineae our friend was quick to avail 
liimself.

CHAPTEn V. 
On May 20tli,. 1858, the D. M. Hall ai - 

■ Tlved at Victoria, and dropped anclior 
ofC the present site of the Outer wharf. 

"All was bustle and excitement on board 
'Jor.,everyone "was anxious' to get ashore 

■ as l^'oon as possible in order to hear the 
latest news from tlie gold flelda. Busy 
-asvl waa in gathering together and 
looking after my Ult, and making pre- 

■ pafations to land, I found lime to look 
about me, and thouph many long years 
have passed since that morning, I re- 
member as it were but yesterday how 
wild and beautiful the country uiipear- 
ed. At this time, of course, the har- 
bor of Victoria was in its natural stale, 
and tlie beauty and picturosqueness oC 
tliis little ;u-in of tlio sea had not 
marred by tlie erection of wharves and 
docks, or any of tliose adjuncts of civ- 
ilization which forcibly remind us of 
tlie old saying, "Clud made the countiy, 
but mmi made tlie town." 

For lack of proper berlhliig accoin- 
modalion for lart;e .^hip.s, Iht: passfu- 
..;>>rs were oblif,'fd to land in small Ijoal.'^. 
which ('ame alongside from the iiuior 
liarbor f<ir that purpose. A nuiiibtn-ul 
men, probably about Halt, wished to 
lie put asliore on American sidl, and 
so the vessel .sailed for Whatcom alter 
<liseinbarklng her passengers for Vic- 
toria Wo wore landed with scant 
courtesy on the rocks exactly where 
stands the wharf long used by the old 
Canadian Pacific Navigation company, 
just below the Hudson's Bay store. 
Clad after the rough and ready maimer 
of the mining camp, and armed with 
six shooters and bowie knives, our lit- 
tle band of gold seeltera must have pre- 
sented a strange ai)pearance. It was 
a motley and a strange crew indooil. 
standing .there on the rocks in tlie 
spring of '58, with llieir baggage— rock- 
ers, picks, puns, shovels, blankets juid 
tents— laying about them in confused 
heaps. A sight, however, (o which no 
doubt the fur traders and the few in- 
habitants of I'^ort Victoria had become 
accustomed In the last week or two, as 
before <nir arrival the steamship I'a- 
oilic hiul niadu a .-ouple of trips to Es- 
(piimaU, wlioie large numbers of min- 
ers were disembarked. 

We carriod our el'feul.s over the rocks 
and past the stork;ide of llie lludsoii's 
Bay fort; and Janios licaver and my- 
self, Willi lUi.ss aiul fliicker.:!!. our two 
cofnpanioiis, piiclu'il our tout on the 
edge of the ravine which lias long since. 
lit.-'oii lined in and now forms j.ari ol 
Johnson street, ilefoi-e our arrival liilly 
two thousaiul •miners had reac hed \ u - 
loria, and tlieir t.'iUs had sprung up like 
mushrooms, ^ran.-^ll^nllillg the place in- 
to a cilv of caiiva.s. Here, there and 
evervwhere the invading army camped 
as best idea.sed it, bul the favorite n'- 
sorls were Jonnson, Government and 
Yates street, and along the shores of 
James Hay. then a beautiful and se- 
cluded sheet of water witli its shores 
still fringed with the forest primeval. 

i>urlng the spring and summer men 
c^bnued to pour into the country. 
The Pacific, which it will be remember- 
ed, went down with all on board in 
1876 off Cape Flattery, made trip after 
trip and cointed a fortune for her own- 
ers. This steamer \\-j,s built In lS4it at 
New Tork, and while the California 
goia excitement was at it hciglil, pneo 
between San Franci.sco and I'anama. 
She was a wooden side-wheel steamer, 
constructed aS hurriedly as possible— 
a flimsy craft, and ill-adapted for long 
ocean voyages. It is niy impression 
that there were no laws in force on the 
Pacific seaboard regulating the number 
of persons to be carried by passenger 
vessels. At any rate tlie Pacitlc carried 
all the passengers she could crowd on 
board, In fact her owners apparently 
eared little for the safely or comfort 
of the people who travelled on the ves- 
sel, being intent only on lAaking money 
quickly.

Kvideiitly liis long associa- 
tion with the employees of the liudson's 
Hay Company and the natives as chief 
factiu' and high dignitary had liail a 
marked effect on his character. Y(!t, 
although fully imbued witli the import- 
ance of his position, hu never acted in 
an arrogant or oVerbeariug manner. He 
was fea'riess and kind, and in times of 
danger lie acted with 'murreloi{s pre- 
cision and foresight. ' I cauudt refrain 
from here rolnting a story concerning 
Ills lOxcellency, which I trust may serve 
lo give some idea of the character of 
the man. 

In pioneer days there was, where now 
stands the swing bridge of the lOscjui- 
inalt iV- Xanainio Kailway, a pa.s.senger 
and Iralllc bridge wliiidi serveil as the 
means of cuiuaimiication with llie 
Songhccs eiicauiimicn;, on tlie other side 
of till' harbor, and I'^siiuimalt beyond.

The Dowager Duchos.s of Abercorn, 
the "Jlother of the IlaniiltoiiH," bore 
the same relation to the British peerag;e 
through their family connections ns did 
Queen Victoria to tlfe royal families of 
Kuropo. In direct number of descend- 
aiit.s, lis Iu a longer term of life, she 
surpassed the Queen, of whom she was 
the most lIluHtrlons of subjects and 
oldest friends. .Kt the coronation of 
KliiK fildward and Queen Alexanditi, 
seven of her descendants of the third 
and fourth generations acted as court 
pages. She was born July 8, 1812, and 
was consequently in tier ninety-third 
year. 

Last year ou her birthday she re- 
ceived the congratulatUin.s of 11« of 
hor 20.") diroi-t dcsccn-'hiiii.';. and she ha.s 
seen her great great-grand-son. Infant 
son of Lord Douglas. .She waa married In 
1832 to the first Duke of Aberoom, 
whose Irish estates at Newton Stewart, 
county Tyrone, are among the finest in 



Ireland. She had fourteen children, of 
whom ten survive, the Marchlones:-. of 
Lansdowne being one of her daughters. 
Among her slxty-flve grandchildren nr ■ 
the Duke of Marlborough, the Duchess 
of Leeds, the Marchioness of Water- 
ford, the Mar<;iuls of Ham'llton and 
the Earls of Durham, DaJkolth, Lltch- 
fleld and Kerry. She herself was a 
RUssell, the second daughter of John, 
sixth Duke of Bedford, who was born 
In 176G. 

The family gatherings on her 1 :: tb- 
days were inlerestln.g ocaslon.s, as more 
than once the Duchess' descendants a.s- 
seinbled to offer their congratulations 
to the venerable lady, many traveling 
from disttuit parts of the globe to file 
before her, headed by her eldest daugh- 
ter, the Dowager Duchess of Litchfleid, 
with thirteen children and thirteen 
grandchildren, followed by the thirteen 
children and fifteen grandchildren of 
the late Countess of Durham. The 
Duchess was regarded with great af- 
fection, not only In her o-wn family, 
but In the wide spreading circle beyond 
It, and she continued to the last to en- 
joy her alert and active qualities, which 
were enhanced by her powers of bright 
conversation.

Ciiptaiii Scott's lecture last iiiKlit al 
the Uoyal Geographical Society on tlu 
gcogriiphieul results of tlie -National 
Auturctie expedition, coiiibined with tlie 
papers contributed to llio research de- 
partment of the society by the luembers 
of the special scieutitic staff, enobles us 
to form a fair ideu of the scieutilic 
fwork accompllslied during the two years 
or more that the Discovery lay under 
,the shadow of Mount JSrebus. To work 
out the nuiny observations and to report 
on the collections in detail will be the 
labor of years; lint it is already pos- 
Biblo to conjecture, with some upproxi- 
niatioii to reality, what are the in.iin 
characteristics ol a great section of our 
globe, ouly the fringe of wiiicli has up 
till now been touched by tlie explorer. 
Captain Scott dealt last night with tiuit 
aspect of the Antarctic which is of most 
general interest — uiunely, its geographi- 
cal problems. He has v.orkeii out in a 
teutative way the contigurution of tlie 
, Antarctic contiucnt— for continent it no 
doubt Js — a coBiguratlon to which the 
known facts lend a certain amount of 
pi-obability. Approaching the eoutiuent 
from New Zealand, we come at Cap(^ 
Adare, in about liititudo 70 degrees fci., 
longitude 170 degrees E. from Green- 
wicli, upon a land rising rapidly from 
the sea. Tliis iiiounta in-backed coast- 
line was followed partly by ship and 
partly by sledge, almost directly south 
for over twelve degrees of latitude — that 
is, for more than SOO miles; and it was 
seen by Captain Scott and his com- 
panions, from the extreme suutherii 
IMiint of the great sledge journey, to 
extend to at least fit deg. is. Capiain 
Scott IS disposed to think that this nioiin- 
tanious cousthnc, suariug in places to a 
height of 15,000 feet, continues prac- 
tically unbroken until it reaches Graham 
Land, to ilie south of Cape Horn. Thi.s. 
then, according to Captain hcolt s view, 
is the face wluch the Antarctic conti- 
nent pri'siMits towards tile I'acitic. and 
well Sviiliin lis cdire is situated tlic ^oiilli 
ImIc. \\ estwanl liHiiii the wiul cr ipia i - 
lers 01 tiK^ l,>iso<ivery me explorers 
pnshcil through the coast range of uioiiii- 
tains and came upon a lofty plateau 
some !l,(M)0 feet high, largely gliu-ialed, 
anil <'xtending as far westward as coul.l 
he reached and seen. Tlie iiueslioii is, 
How far does this plateau extend towanl 
Ihe Antarctic circle? The (ierniaii ex- 
pedition, ill about !)0 degrees 'E. longi- 
tude and just outside the Aularctic 
eiicle, found a considerable extent of 
continuous coastline. Between that and 
Cape Adare earlier e.xpedltions had 
charted at frequent intervals iniiicntions 
of land, and similar indical inns hav ■ 
been recorded on the other side as far 
as 50 <leg. K. Is there, then, fpiiii C.ipc 
.\iiare round at least to iOnderliy Lainl. 
.1 priiclii-ally coiiiinuuiis coast-lliie facing 
llie Indian Ocean, witli a grijat iee- 
ciivcred iilaleau lying helween that coast 
and the coast skirted by ("a plain Scott 
and his <-ompanioiis V I'aplaiii Seott 
seems inclined to lliiiik thai siirh indiM il 
is the case. If his tlieory of Ihe con- 
iKM'tioii belwieii \'irloria Land and (!ra- 
liaiii Ivaiid he correct, tlic outline of the 
«iiilineiit is prolialily compleied between 
IOnderliy Land and Graham Land, fac- 
ing the Atlautic, by way of t'oat.s Laud, 
as the stretch of coast discovered by 
the ScottiBh expedition has been called. 
In this case King Edward VII. Land, 
discovered by the Uritish expedition at 
the eastern end of the great ice-lmrrier, 
niiiilit be separated from the main con- 
linent. An alternative theory, however, 
favors the view tliat King lOdwani's 
Land is i'<)iine<'ted with Viiioria Land 
on tlie one siile and witli Graham I-aud 
on the <itlier, the ice-barrier being thus 
in prisoned within a great biglil. llow- 
evio- this may he, Captain Scoll's <>iin- 
jeetiire as to llie region between the 
niounlaiiioiis coast of Vicloria Land and 
tlie ludiiin Ocean has undoubtedly iiiuidi 
to coiniiiend it; to whatever extent 
fiilnre discovery may modify tlie details, 
we cannot doulit that th(^ existence of an 
Antarctic continent has virtually heen 
proved. 

Apart from the configurati^u of the 
land, there are other geographical condi 
tlous referred to by Oflptnln Seott and 
his staff which are of great interest. 
The so-called great ice-barrier, with a 
face rising from 100 feet to 200 feet 
above sea level, has receded southwards 



for a distance of from 20 to 30 milej 
since the time of its discovery by Sir 
.lames Clark Hoss over sixty years ago. 
Moreover, it is not, as has been coii- 
jcetiired, the face of an extensive laiid- 
glaeiiM-, but the edge of an enormous ice- 
field, which (Japtaiii Scott is convinced is 
alloat. He believes, liowevcr, that in 
the course of ages it has greatly de- 
creased, both in superficial extent and 
in thickness, and that it may at oiio 
time have been really aground. This 
decrease in the ice-barrier corresponds 
with what all the scieiititic staff of the 
expedition have noted — the marked re- 
cession of the ice all over the area cov- 
ered by the work of the expedition. 
Captain Scott comes to the curious con- 
clusion tliat the snowfall takes place 
mostly in the southern summer, and that 
it iloes not excei'd four <ir live inches of 
closely-packed snow; and, further, that 
on the plateau, if not on the barrier, the 
evaporation e<iuals, it it does not excel, 
the deposition. This last conclusion, if 
it be Justified, gfx's far to explain the 
recession of the ice-covering, which, 
after all, still shrouds tJie greater part 
of the continent. In <it1ier departments 
of natural science — geology, metoorolii(;.v, 
biology, terrestrial magnetism — valuable 
work has been accomplished. Of par- 
ticular interest is tlie discovery of a 
great bed of sandstone, «ome 2,000 feet 
thick, resting on granite and capped by 
basalt, perfectly horizontjil, coverin;; 
some tlionsjind square miles and pos- 
sibly ten times that area. It was iii 
this sandstone that Mr. Ferrar found 
tlie few carbonaceous fossil remains he 
was able to bring home. Unfortunately 
these have been <'rushei! beyond all 
possiliility of idenlilieation. but the ex- 
perts who have exaiiiined them enter- 
tain no doubt that they are of vegelalile 
origin. .\t any rate, lliey may be taken 
as indicative of a climate, in some re- 
mote period of Ihe past, mueh mov^ 
geiua; than that which prevails at iires- 
ent. when it is possible to register varia- 
1 ions between 01 degrees of frost and 10 
degrees above freezing point (Fahr.?n- 
heit). 

Cursory and incomplele as this survey 
has necessarily been, enough tias lieen 
said to show that, wlioii supplPiiieiiled 
bv the results uf the Scottisli, (German 
and Swedish c.xpedilioiis, the secrets 
wresteil from llu' fastnesses of I ho Fai' 
Soiilh bv the l'.rilisli explorers v.-ill form 
a siibslaiitial coat rilmt ion of |icrma iieiil 
value lo our kiiowleilge of \\v world in 
xvhich we live. The Antarctic continent 
is Ihe most inhospilahle land on the face 
of this globe; it is diiru'iilt lo see how 
it can ever be <if any service to hUMHil- 
ity. Km these exiieililiiins went out in 
the 'service of science, and in that ser- 
vice lliev have doue work with which 
they llu iiiselves and those who equipped 
tlie expiMiitioiis have every reason to be 
satistied. Hut it is still only the merest 
frai'tion of the lauds and seas within the 
•Viitarctic cir, le of which we have any 
dehnitc knowledge; hence at least there 
will be work for many a pioneer exiil;irer 
before the "great southern contiueiil" ol 
former generations, now reduced to coni- 
Iiaratively mode^i aiiiiensi<ins, can be 
-satisfactorily recor.leii on our maps.

legislators live largely by graft, but 
otiiers do that also. The main differ- 
ence between New Jersey and other 
states Is that while the latter sell them- 
selves only, the former has sold her- 
self and also the otner states of the 
union. When the United States was 
contriving to curb the growth of over- 
wnelmlng combinations of capital. New 
Jersey sold to the corporations a gen- 
eral law, which was a general llcen.se 
to grow, combine and overwhelm as 
they would, not In New Jersey alone, 
but anywhere in the lUnlted States. 
She not only licensed them to do In 
those other states wliat other states 
would not license; she licensed them lo 
do In those other states what she would 
not let them do In Jersey. New Jersey 
sold out for money. Kho passed her 
iniscelhuieous Incorporati'Mi ' acts for 
revenue. Her citizens pay no direct 
Steele tiUv. The corporations pay all 
the expenses of tlie state; and U was 
treason. If there Is such a thing as 
treason by a state, then New Jersey Is 
a traitor state. She is the centre of 
the vicious business of the country, the 
tenderloin of the United States. 

I'-rom the moment the fkmlly of 
state;, was formed, the fathers have 
gone to Jersey to do things they would 
not do at home. Alexander Hamilton 
was the flrst man to steal off to New 
Jersey In order to fight his famous 
duel with Aaron Burr, luid it was he 
who organized the first Jersey cori>or- 
ation. Wedged In as tlil.s st.ate is be- 
tween the two largel cities of New 
York .and Philadelphia, her geographi- 
cal position makes her Important from 
a railway point of view. This was re- 
cofjiiized by Hamilton who organlzcMl 
iL comiiaiiy to control most of the right.s 
and privileges of any value in the state.

What "particular Interest" had the 
state In the Camden & Amboy'? In- 
dignant public opinion In the nation 
asked, and the newspapers found out. 
In lieu of all taxes, the Camden & Am- 
boy railroad had arranged with the 
Cimden and Amboy legislature, In Its 
charters, that the state was to collect 
so niucn a head on passengers and so 
mucn H ton on treignt carried across 
the state on the road. In other words, 
besides the onerous charges for trans- 
portation, the railroad was to collect 
what was called a "transit duty" for 
the state. It was this discovery that 
finally enraged the national mind and 
brought down upon Jersey the cold 
charge of tretison referred to above. 

In spite of the loyalty of the state 
to their own railway corporation the 
loyally was not reciprocal. In 1871 the 
Camden & Amboy was leased to the 
Pennsylvania railroad, a "foreign cor- 
poration." Like the Rhode Island cap- 
tains of Industry and politics, those of 
New Jersey financed their political 
power and sold It — sacred charters, 
rights, privlllges, propertj-, exemptions 
luid all — to Pennsylvania capital. 

-N'ew Jersey dumfounded, turned to 
rend the now "foreign" monopoly. A 
llglit began In which the corporation 
was, of course, victorious. They did 
not buy the government, they became 
Ihe govermiicnl.

tem ol' oi-fianizcd caintal. reh^lill^- not 
only to insuraiire cuinpanics, but to 
:bauk.s, Inisl companies, railroads and 
industrial uiidertaiiintjs with an aggre- 
.gute cupitulizuliou oH liuutireds of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

It prouiises to result in a more uuiuz- 
ing revelutiou of the metliodii of ••liigii 
linauce" llwm the populism of the Wesi- 
•eru prairies ever dreamed of iu its wihi- 
,.€8t aud most incoherent philosupliy. 
, Aud these astoundiii;,' e;. yusii; cs all 
-Tevolvo around a yoiiiii,' man ol the 
town, James II. llyde, who gives an 
■ elaborate dinner to the French ambassa- 
dor at the expense, it is alleged, oi' the 
policy-holders of the lOiiuitable Life 
Assurance Society; who gives a .S100,UUU 
costume ball at the expense, ii is uih-god, 
of the policy-holders of the E(iuaable; 
who ha.s personal servants aud em- 
.ployoes, it is alleged, on the payroll of 
the Equitable; who, in the face of a 
peremptory challenge to resign as an 
. ofllcer of the society or face exposure, 
.drives jauutily dowutowa iu his private 
•jhansoin cab, a buuch of violets nodding 
at the side of the horse's head, another 
bunch Boddiug from the coachman's hat, 
and a third bunch breathing incense 
from the buttonhole of the young man 
himself. Dumas' riotous, turbulent 
imugiuatiou never conceived of such a 
situation. 

What the Charges Are. 

All the charges iu conuei iiou with the 
Bquitable divide themeslvcs under three 
heads. There are the charges against 
James II. Uyde personally. While the 
amount of money iuvolved in these is 
comparatively small, ihe audacity and 
the impudence of the scandal are moua- 
xnental. 

Greatest in linancial magnitude and 
of most practical concern to the pidicy- 
holders and the iniblic are the charges 
against the notable liiiancicrs in the 
board of direct(Ws that they have eni- 
liloy rd tho great assets aud cash reser\ i: 
111!' lOijuitablo to their own financial 
prolit. 

'riiiTc ar." also tlii' n>'cossarily iniplicl 
cliai'i,'rs au'ainst President Alexauiier ami 
all the members of the executive and 
iiiiaucti committees aud against tlit.- .state 
superintendent o£ insurance that they 
-must have known, or should have

Louis, Hos- 
i.iu and San Francisco, In all of whiidi 
Fiiuiiable directors own stock and par- 
liciiuite in the management, -which alsj 
ilraw a great part of their profits from 
the baiuiling of the Equitable Society's 
money.

(^oinpany. the Iiit eriiat buia I Mercanii'e 
Marine, tlii^ NYestinglionse Electric and 
others, the sale of whose securities was 
facilitated by tho use of the Eqnil^ih'e 
money, and in which also I'^iinitaide 
ilirei-iors are stockholders and ollicers. 

The Metropolitan Securities t.'oiiipany, 
which controls New Y.)rk's surface 
Ii-ans|ior;al ion ; the Southern I'acitii- 
and Cnioii I'acilic railroads, the .Mis- 
souri racilic, the Texas I'acific, th- 
Wabash and the .Maryland Weatern 
railroads aud other great transportation 
cumpanies. whose securities have been 
sold to the Equitable Society, have all 
in the Equitable directorate members of 
their boards of directors and their lead 
ing stockholders.

The Natlon;il l'\'derallon of Teacher.'j

ical power the teachers in 1900 joined 
the Chicago Federation of Labor.

The former have benefited morally and

Sun Spots'—An Astronomical Phenomena

Tliree million dollars a yc;ir at the 
k'Mst. is .said to "be the iiicoiiu; of John 
.iacob Astor, of Fifth Aveiiuo, Now 
York, anil twico Unit amount, if not 
tliri'o tinios, is sent annually from New 
Yoi-U to Knfriiuid to William AValdorf 
A.stor, head of the family of that name. 
Almost the whole of this immen.se in- 
come is derivod from real estate, vhnii 
has bedn graihially acoinnulated for the 
last 'hundred ycar.s by four gcncrutions 
ol the "same family. I,t is largely the 
ituearued iucrement caused by. the rapid 
growth of ft groat city. 

The fouuiU'r of this estate, Joliaiin 
.TiiUnh A«to!'^ U-;;^. tiir ra(;;;i-i! son of an 
idle Gennan liutcher, who came to 
America in the stoei M^'o one hundred and 
twenty years aKo. AecordiuK to his 
^'reat grandson, he was descended from 
one .[ean Jacciues l)'Astori,'a, a Spanisli 
^'randee of the twelfth <'enutry. Hoo]! 
after his arrival in New York, howev.n-, 
lie was a delivery boy for a (lermaa 
bnk(!r. "Vai'oli was noddinjr bat a 
liddle paUer l)oy," one<' remarked his 
sister, a Mrs. lOhrinijer, "und soldt pread 
und cake." With th(> main facts of his 
lite most people are familiar; how lie 
Jlliade solitary trips through the iinfre- 
<iuented forests of New York state; 
how he bartered gold, beads and tire- 
arms with the Indians for furs; how lie 
sent these to Chiiin in his own shijis, 
brin;.'in,i,' back cargoes of tea. 

About this time he made the discovery 
lliat has proved so i)roiitable — that 
America was to be a irroat and poindoiis 
country, and that New York was to bo 
its ^M-eatest city. IIow liest conld lie 
turn this snllhdinitly obvious fact to his 
own advantaiieV I>ookiu,ij. north from 
ihi> city, he found his answer. .N'ot 
many years heni-i% he said, thi'he 
ne;,'lected farms will be occupied by Hie

■working", rent-payiug people. I will b\iy 
these and then sit down and wait. He 
bought and waited. Farm after farm 
was purchased, his friends thiuking him 
mad and advising him to stop, but he 
lis-'tened to tlioir advice and then bought 
some more. "Much of the property was 
marsh aad rock, and there was iinite a 
stampeile to unload. ITe would take 
nothiui,' that seemed really wnrlh wliile. 
Well rented dwellings and business 
huildin^'s had no attraetions. He once 
disposed of a "Wall street house for 
^S,()00. , Tlie purchaser, after the deed 
was signed, chuckled over his bar^'aiii. 
".\lit tis cifrht tousand tollar." replied 
Astor. "1 vill puy me ei^lity lots up der 
liroadway near Canal street. In ten 
years (ley vill be vorth .fl.OOO each, und 
dis Vail street house vill be vorth just 
vat it is now." So the event proved, 
and in this one episode is found the 
secret of the Astor wealth. 
. This old J6hn Jacob must have been 
a hard man, for the records show that 
he loaned iuoney on mortgage to those 



points, liowevor, before it began to grow. 
As in obedience to u natural law, its 
growth almost invariably tended along 
the line of Aster's purchases. lie him- 
self did notiiing' to encourage this. The 
(dty fathers ran ."streets tlirough his 
farms, laid out parks and otherwise em- 
iicdlislied the uoiijliborhoods — usually 
a;,'aiiist Aslor's will. He was not fonil 
(>f paying assessments, even -when he 
gained enormously thereby. Nor did lie 
tempt the jMipulation to settle upon his 
lands; in fact, his business policy in 
every way (tiseouragcd it. As his plots 
becjiine available- for building, he natur- 
ally had many offers to 'Bell, frequently 
made by people who would put up ornate 
buildings that would greatly improve 
the value of the remaining projierty. 
Asto- turneil them off scornfully. We'l, 
then, would Mr. Astor himself erect the 
liuilding and rent it on fair terms? 
Neither would he do this. There was 
one thing, and only one, that lie woul.l 
do. He would lease the property. Any 
citizen attracted by one of Aster's lots 
could obtain the tise of it for twenty- 
one years. He must erect his dwelling 
nt his own expense, and, when the 
ground lease expired, this dwelling be- 
came the absolute property of Astor. 
The tenant meanwhilci in addition to 
l)ayiug rent, on the basis of 5 or (> per 
cent, of the value of the land, paid all 
taxes, made all repairs, and became re- 
sponsible for all (dutrges. Thus, year 
.after year Astor compelled his fellow- 
(dtizens lo iniiirove his property, pay 
his taxes and a yearly tribute besides. 
This method, of <'Ourse, was uot ]io|iii- 
lar, and as a result the Astor property 
was always the last to be improveil. 
Xnt all of it is built u])on even now. 
(h-eat blocks of land pur<diaseil by .Tohii 
.lacob .\stor a bundreil years ago still 
stand unused in -what are today thriving 
locations. 

Immigration has doubled and tripled 
the value of the Astor estate. Friuii 
1S40 lo lS.")t) came a wretched mass of 
Germans and Irish, settling mainly on 
the lower east side. At first the Astors 
were alarmed. Their grreat holdings 
there were tenanted by the respectability 
and wealth of Now York, which tied 
before the unsavory inllux. The Aster 
lands thus seemed to be in danger 
of depreciation. On the contrary, 
they grew in value. The little 
dwellings which had i)reviously shel- 
tered one family now housed three and 
I'oiir and livi'. Conseiiuently they yield- 
ed a greater revenue. The more 
wretched the immigrants, the more valu- 
able the land becomes, for with iiiinu- 
gration has Krown the tenement system. 
Frequently one hundred people are shel- 
tered lui the same iinionnt of land that 
formerly housed five or six. 

The invention of the elevator contrib- 
uted very largely to the Astor wealth.

\\'e may call a sun spot very great 
when it attains an' 'area of one live- 
hundredth part of the sun's visible 
liemisphere, or relatively as lar^e as 
•Spain is when compared witii the area 
of the earth's hemisphere. The acluii! 
dimensions of such a s[iol would be ap- 
pro.vimately l,l,Sl),lK-KJ.<aj<) square miles, 
or about six times the -.uperlicial area of 
the whole earth. 

Twenty such monster sun spots have 
been observed on the sun's surface ddr- 
ing the last thirty-one years, and of these 
twenty spots the one that was lately 
visible is the second in order of size, 
being surpassed only by that of Febru- 
ary, 1802. 

The life history of the spot during its 
two appearances from January 5 to 
February S is given in the annexed plati^ 
of draw'ings made at the Stonylinrst

On Jariiiary .'! it bocaino l;n()\vn to llie 
,rai)anese gaiTisini at Aiisliantiou tliat 
tlio Kussiaii cavalry was sliowin.u' some 
activity in the valley beynii.l tlie Liao. 
No details were procurable, however, 
and the oflieer in command decided to 
send out a comeany of Infantry to recon- 
noitre. He did not suspect, it would 
seem, that more than a few sotnias oC 
Cossacks would bo encountered. Capt. 
Yasuhara went in coiniuaud of the com- 
pany. It niiniberod over 100 inoii — th.; 
exact detail has not Keen published — 
ami with it were Lieut. Iwai and Assist- 
ari SurRCOn Nainba. The little force 
moved slowly and cautiously, ondeavor- 
\ut; to collect information as they Avent. 
Durin;,' six days they saw uothinj; of tlie 
enemy; hut on the Otli, when they had 
crossed the Tai-tse Uiver and -were in 
the rCK'ion between it and llie Liao, they 
(liscoven'd that ii Inr^o body of cavalry, 
some ;!,(J(10 slrouf;, was in front o£ them, 
lit was then about 3:30 in the afternoon. 
To retreat at ouce would have beeu the 
natural course for Yasuhara's company, 
.since to effect a reconnaissance had been 
their only object. But tho close proxim- 
ity of the Russians madi. safe retreat 
iinpossible for infantry, and, moreover, 
an excellent position for defensive pur- 
(losos offored itself in the immediate 
iieiKliborliood. Yasuhara determiuod, 
-therefore, to make a stand, sending' 
meanwhile a small dotaclimeiit to the 
rear to convey the intelli!.;eu(}e to head- 
quarters. At"4:30 the advance guard of 
the Oossacks detected the presence of 
the Japanese, but, seeing that tbe lat- 



tor'.s numbor was insiniiilicaiit, the Rus- 
sian troopers rode on boldly. Tho lirst 
volley from Yasuhara's men emptiel 
but all were wounded — Captain Yasii- 
liara, shot tlirou^'h tlie stomach; Lieut, 
over (;0 saddles, and the remainder of 
tin? (.'ossaidis, pallopinf; hack out of 
ran^'o, dismounted and advaiu'cd on foot. 
It was ovidontly a hopeless combat. 
There had not been time for the .Tupau- 
ese to entrench effectively, and they 
soon saw that to remain where llioy 
were would be certain death. One 
cbailce suggested itself. At a short dis- 
tance from the position first chosen 
there stood a solidly-built Chinese house. 
Could the infantrymen get possession of

Tli© intention was to hold 
together, but in the darkness and fon- 
fusion the two parties became seiia rated, 
one moving east towards the Tai-tse, 
while the other made its way south in 
the direction of Old Newcliwaii.i;. lioth 
ultimalely effected their escape — Lieut. 
Iwai and his seven <'omrades reaching 
Ansliantien, wliilo the other 21 passed 
Ihrough Newidiwau;,' and linally enti'ri'd 
i.Xiukiatun. Meanwhile (Captain Yasu- 
hara, the three seru'caiUs and twelvi! 
privates who bail reniaineil in the build- 
ing committed suicide. .\ssistaut 8ur- 
giMin Nainlia, however, mot with an 
awful fate. IIo had struggled out 
siniultaneonsly with Iwni, but, it being 
plain that he could not make auy pro- 
triu^ted effort to escape, his comrades 
left him, feeling assured that the Red 
Cross on his arm would ensure liis 
siiloty. But Iwni declares that by the 
glare ot tlie burning lionse he saw the 
Cossacks raise Namba and throw Ifim 
into the flames. They did llie same 
to another wounded man who liad fallen 
in the struggle to gain possessinu of the 
house, but they w-ero sulllciently merci- 
ful to stab him before coiis:,:<niiig him to 
the contlagration. Thereafter the Rus- 
sians broke into two bands and followed 
in the directions taken by tbe fu^'itives. 
Those going south were snbseuuently 
repulsed at Niukiatun with heavy loss; 
but those going east managed to injure 
the railway slightly in two places before 
the .lapauose, now everywhere on the 
alert, were able to drive them back. 
This body of .Oassacks constituted only 
a portion of the force led sotithwn'd by 
Mishcbenko, "but the story of tl\p main 
column's movements is already familiar. 
Before the publication of Lieut. Iwai's 
account, however, the public had not 
known that an encounter had taken place 
in the district betw-eeii the I<iao and the 
Tni-tse, and, moreover, the fight, though 
in itself a small affair, -well deserves to 
be recorded.

I Dreaded Spotted Fever \ 

• Ravages Made by Cerofaro Spinal l^^eningitis in New York — Scientists • 

• and Physloians Studying the IMysterious Disease Which Threat- * 

• ' ens to Spread to Regions Where It Is Now a Stranger. • 



In the- three montlis ending on the last 
day of March C80 persons died in New 
York of cerebro spinal meningitis, thj 
TOj-sterious disease commonly known as 
"spotted fever." While the exact nam- 
her of cases is not known, the health 
authorities estimate that it was about 
double tlie number Of deaths. In Phila- 
delphia, in n period of two months and 
a lialf last winter, there were 25 deaths 
from a total nf 20 cases reported. 1 lie 
disease has continued its ravages m 
(New York during the present uiouth. 
"Spotted fever" is no respecter of per- 
sons. One of the recent victims lu .Ne.y 
York was a prominent railroad presi- 
(lout, and the list of victims is made up 
ft-om all walks of life. 

Public attention has recently been 
called to the fact that little is known 
about the cause of "spotted fever liy 
tbe appointiueut in New York of a com- 
mission of seven physicians to study the 
scourge. In taking this action Dr. Uar- 
linglon, the health commissioner, has 
made what is practically an official iiil- 
missiou that too little is known of this 
aanger for effective measures to b^- 
adopted for checking its progress. 
I Last year the deaths rroni tlii.s cause 
in New York amounted to more tliau 
•1200, and the authorities auticipaie a 
llluch larj-'er total berore r.»ll."> is nv.T. 
A similar, tlioiiu'li niilder, outljreak nc- 
curreil iu l.STl. 1.S72 and 1ST;1, riMi-hnc.' 
its heijrht in 1S72. This has led to a 
verv Kcuer:'! lielief that for suiiie in- 
.scriitable reason an epidc'uiir usually 
i-ists three vears, and that it is now at 
its /.euith in New York city. Tlie en- 
couragement derived from this theory is 
someu-hat lessened by the fact that the 
di-^eaM' is spreading into parts of the 
.•oiiutrv where it has previously been a 
strau'.,'er, that it threatens to become 
epidemic, and that America will never 
be free from it uutil it has exhausted 
all the soil favorable to its growth As 
a member of the faculty t''^ 
Uraduate Medical School and HosDila 
said recently, "lOverywhere the .'i"'"'; <' 
«o6s, cerebro spinal meningitis is Uki 1} 
to go also, and every physician may bo 
fairlv certain it will make its appear- 
anci/ in liis territory sooner or later, ir 
it bus not done so alieady. ' 

With this encoura!,'iiig prospect alieail, 
the medical profession has sot itself to 
^;ra|iiile with this comparatively uew 
foriii of phi'.'iie with renewed vigor. Uiio 
sign of the increased iniliortauce which 
is now attached to meningitis is the 
creation of liie New York commission, 
the members of which receive_ nothing 



Dr. Keen, in urging the state endow- 
ment of medical schools, s.iid that in 
IT'.llI, the yc'ar <if Edward Jenner's dis- 
covery of vaccination, two million per- 
.siiiis died of smallpox in Rus.sia, aud 
aildeil that it was once as uncommon to 
set a man in the streets of London who 
was not pock-nmrked as it is now to. sec 
one who is. And just as sinalliiox lias 
jiracticiilly been driven from the civil- 
ized (piarters of the globe, so the terrors 
of diphtheria have been removed, ami 
tbe mortality has fallen from -10 per 
cent, to 8 S-10 per cent. Kvou yellow 
fever and cholera have been curbed 
^vllerever it is possible to insist on 
projier sanitation, and there are com- 
paratively few left of the thousand ond 
<:iie plagues before which the physician 
was once powerless. 

l.'p to tlio present' time, however, 
cerebni spinal meningitis has been a 
hnnl nut to ciiu'k. The particular germ 
which is the root of this evil has been 
discovered by an examination nndcr the 
microscope of the spinal fluid of the 
patient. The task of extracting this fluid, 
by the point of a needle— a process 
known as spinal puncture — is a remark- 
aide instance of the ease with which 
niiiilerii scieiire can perform tho most 
ildicate opcratiiiiis. In spile of the 
sens! 1 iveiiess iif the spinal (diord, the 
lliiid iiiii now be cMracted with no more 
iiir.iiivenieuce to tbe patient than would 
be afforded by an ordinary pin prick. 
"It all ileiieiiils on the luca li/.ii t ion." said 
oiH> iihysician, speaking' of the effect of 
the ;;ei"ni. "If the m>vin settles on the 
brain, it is cerebro spinal meningitis, 
anil if it could ^et down to the knee-caii 
it would cause trouble there. But why 
on earth it should insist on going up to 
the brain these last two years, we don't 
know." 

New Y'orkers just now are iiudiaed to 
attribute the evil to the coiiililion of the 
streets after a winter of exceiit ionn I 
severity and heavy snowfalls which 
have ^jreatly impeded t'.ie work of tho 
street-cleaning department. This infer- 
ence was strengthened by the Tccent 
death of two small children from cerebro 
spinal meningitis in T<ittle West Twelfth 
street — ^a thoroughfare which was at 
that time in a most unattractive condi- 
tion, but which lias been cleaned up 
since the attention of the authorities was 
i iilied to it by the outbreak of the dis- 
ease there. 

Attributing the epidemic to unsanitary 
conditions explains nothing, however. 
Beyond the fpcts that persons whose 
vitality is depressed by unhealthful .«iir- 



to fighting the symptoms as they appear, 
leaving the rest to time and nature. No 
infallible .specific for the "spotted fever" 
has yet been discovered, any mora tha^ 
for pneumonia. 

Just what the recently appointed com- 
mission will be able to accomplish in 
increasing our knowledge of cerebro 
spinal meuijigitis is, of course, a question 
for tho future to settle. In the interval 
physicians from all over the country are 
freeing, many of thorn for the first time, 
the methods which are employed in New 
York to treat those who have already 
fallen ill. Few forms of illness are 
more dilllcult to handle, for in addition 
to intense pain, the patient's muscles 
become absolutely ri^id. With children, 
the chief sufferers, convulsions ai'e fre- 
uuent. So ditlicult, in fact, are spinal 
meningitis patients to care for that one 
nurse declared that she would resign 
rather than take another case. To the 
difllciilty of nursing such patients is 
added considora bit; danger. How- tiic 
disease is spread is still unknown, but it 
has been bidieved to be only mildly in- 
fectious and nut contagious. Recently, 
liowevei-, <me nf the nurses in a Now 
York- hosiiital was stricken with cerebro 
spinal meuinciti's while caring for a 
Iialient, and su<-cumbcd to the fever aU" 
most immediately. 

It is not improbable that the chief 
value of the coinmission's work will lie 
in progress toward the discovery ot the 
way in wliiidi tl." infection is spread 
ami the methods by which it can be 
checked. For such iavesti^'atioiis the 
plij siciaus on whom depends the actual 
treatment of iiiilr-idual cases liave little 
time. The iuosiimable value of tlnir 
work lies in aii'.in;,' others to >;aiii Jirac- 
lical kni)wliMl;;e of what is still, in many 
parts of the country, a very rare disease, 
but one which is recognized as an ever- 
iui ieasing danger.

Estimate has appropriated !f;j,000 for 
the necessary expenses of the iiiyestiga- 
tion. Another is to be found in the New 
York Post-Graduate Medical School and 
Hospital, which embraces in its terri- 
tory some of the worst spots from a 
hygienic standpoint in tlie city, where 
the fever thrives more than elsewhere. 
In the past two years there have beeii 
iu the babies' aud cliildrens' w-ards ot 
the liosiiital more than 1,50 cases, and 
there have been at one time as many I'S 
seven snfl'erers from the disease. De- 
spit(> this abundance in New York and 
the alarm which the epidemic lias cre- 
ated tliere, there are many practitioners 
of good standiug and long oxperienco 
who litive never seen a case of cerebro 
.spinal meningitis. It is signiticant that 
moil of this character, from whom are 
drawn the students at the Post-(!radu- 
nte have sliown an increased interest in 
the meningitis patients in tlie wards, 
and are striving to prepare tliemselveH 
by observation and study in New York 
for the time w-beii they will lie called 
upon to grapph' with the ilisease tliem- 
sclves. It may be remarked incidentally 
that this is one more instance nf 1lio 
rnliio ot post-graduate medical iustnic- 
tin„— an idta ivbich the world owes to 
An;erica. , ,

Tliis 
explains why it is that, wliile in the 
whole of the city the percentage of mor- 
tality Is 70 per cent, anfi'ln'the crowded 
iiuartors where the fever is most flourish- 
ing oven higher, ot -the patients treated 
at the Post-Oraduate Hospital, for in- 
stance, the percentile of deaths has

sible for the very poor to receive in tlieir 
owii hollies tlie gratuitous attendance of 
the best pliy.dciaus, but ni'( amount ot

Then the lawyer i.iid tbe merchant went 
into a sIkij). The .July uiorninj: was 
hot, but the Fremdi merchant and his 
wife understood the law of kindness 
and courtesy. Tlio lawyer said ha 
■wished to look at some gloves, some silk 
ties and some laces. "But first of all 
you must sit down and rest." So 
inadanie brought an easy chair, and the 
shopkeeper insisted on bringing a fan 
and a cool drink. Very soon the stent 
merchant forgot his heat and long walk. 
After a little he apologized to madame 
for tbe trouble he was making her, "It 
is no trouble; it is a pleasure." No 
courtesy could have beeu more thought- 
ful. 

In that hour kindness oiled all the 
wheels of trade. Good manners made 
buying and selling a pleasure. The bi;;, 
prosperous nierclinnl (iiiite fori;ot liim- 
sclr, and he bon^'bt w-ith opoii-lianded 
generosity. Nor did he remember bis 
disi'Ussion until be had reached ilie 
street, when he bcL'aii to understand the 
laughter of his coniiiauion. 

"Well." sail) the nierchant, "I'ai-is has 
taiu,'lit me out' thing— the law of court- 
esy. When 1 i;et ba.d; to New York 1 
am ;roiii^' to have tlie heads oi; (le|)arl- 
mciii." <.ri;anize my clci-ks into classes, 
wiOi lectures on kindness and u'ood man- 
ners." l-'(ir the \t\\.- of ci urtesy has a 
coiniucrcial value. Courtesy will not 
make an ignorant man wise nor a stupid, 
lazy (derk to be successful, but the 
yniiih of (,'<ioil parts will lind that kind- 
ness and courtesy are large additional 
assets arid will do much to promote his 
success and good feeling among his 
fellow-workers. 

What culture is to tlie scholar, and 
what perriinie is to a flower, that cour- 
lesy is to a gentleman. Kindness makes 
the youth a happiness-maker. Courtesy Is 
a delicate exhalation that sweetens the 
atmosphere. Good-will diffuses itself in 
a genial glow. It has been said that a 
gentleman is for his companions' minds 
what an easy chair and a warm firo are 
for the body. It makes the yoiitb con- 
sider the rights of others; anil once the 
hnv of kindness is fixed in the heart, it 
manifests itself in good-fellowship, 
wholesomencss, cordiality and tliosi^ re- 
lined attentions that go to make a ..outli 
lio|)ular among his couipaaioiis. One 
day a friend asked a freslimiin in Har- 
vard College why the boys alway 
cheered a certiiiii |u-ofessor. Now, the 
freshman had never considered that 
point hefore, and ho jumped at an an- 
swer, and ho gave the right one; "OIi, 
he is so kind it always soonis good to 
have him around." 

Some people call courtesy a minor 
grace. But bow can that virtue be 
little that lifted a professor to a throne 
and made him loom large above his 
fi.dlows? Remember that roughuesg is a 
sign of weakness.- Some men are ko 
litirsh that their softest word is a blow. 
There are blunt, brntal men who ride 
roughshod over their fellows and com- 
panions, and they say, "Oh, you mustn't 
tniiid ine! It is ai way I have!" Sup- 
jioso a porcupine were to .-^iiy, "Don't 
iiiii'd my ipiills; it's a v,-ay 1 iiavo." A 
hedgehog iias !i way, tint the way is very 
bad. Had maniiers, sarcasm and dis- 
ref,'iird of the rights of others are grea, 
faults. Kenienilier that one yellow stain 
ruins a marble, one black spot in the 
eidliiig ruins the fresco, and one great 
fault, like the absence ot courlesy, can 
iiijiiro character, threaten prosperity, 
and halve one's in/luRnce and success. 

Tho word "criticism" is like Safau 
who fell from hcuvc:i — it is a fallen
